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LETTER TO WITHDRAW NOTICE OF ABANDONMENT 



The office issued a Notice of Abandonment dated January 7, 2005. The reason stated 
was: "The decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences rendered on 8/17/04 and 
because the period for seeking court review of the decision has expired and there are no allowed 
claims." 

This Notice is in error. Applicant requests that the notice be vacated. 

Applicant received a Decision on Appeal dated August 17, 2004. Pursuant to 
37 CFR.1.197 (b) Applicant filed a single Request for Reconsideration with the Board on 
October 15, 2005. The Request For Reconsideration was received by the Board and the Board 
denied the Request For Reconsideration in a decision dated December 14, 2004 (copy of denial 
enclosed). 

Under 37 CFR §41 :52, (previously 37 CFR.1.197 (b)) applicant is permitted to file a 
single Request for Reconsideration within two months of the date of the Decision on Appeal. 
Under 37 CFR §41:52, (previously 37 CFR.1.197) proceedings on an application are considered 
terminated by the dismissal of an appeal or the failure to timely file an appeal to the court or a 
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civil action (§ 1.304). The date of termination of proceedings on an application is the date on 
which the appeal is dismissed or the date on which the time for appeal to the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the Federal Circuit or review by civil action (§ 1.304) expires. Under 37 CFR § 
1 .304 (a)(1) the time for filing the notice of appeal to the U.S. Court of Appeals for the Federal 
Circuit or for commencing a civil action is two months from the date of the decision of the Board 
of Patent Appeals and Interferences. However, if a request for reconsideration of the decision is 
filed within the time period provided under § 41.52(a), the time for filing an appeal or 
commencing a civil action expires two months after action on the request. 

Accordingly, the application did not become abandoned on October 17, 2004 or January 
7, 2005, since the period for appeal under (§ 1.304) extended for two months from December 14, 
2004, the date of the Board's denial of the Request For Reconsideration. 

Applicant hereby requests withdraw of the Notice of Abandonment since the Notice was 
in error.
